The new provincial police bill which 
places ‘the for definitely under the 
attorney general's department and 
provides for the appointment of one 
commiesioner to administer, was re- 
ported for third reading in the legis- 
lature Tuesday afternoon, after one 
division of the house’ was brought 
about by the objection of a number 
of opposition members to the grant- 
ing of immunity from legal action of 
detectives of the force who might gain 
evidence by violating the liquor act 
on order from superiors. 


Messrs, Hoadley, Campbell, Kem- 
mis, Ewing and Dr. Stanley from the 
opposition benches opposed this 


clause. claiming that it virtually legia- 
lized the work of ‘‘stool pigeons.” Mrs. 
McKinney, from the independent 
benches, and H. H. Crawford, opposi- 
tion member for Strathcona, strongly 
supported this proviso in the act, hold- 
ing that the liquor act could not be 
adequately enforced unless the gov- 
ernment were permitted to create 
an efficient organization for the pur- 
Pose. 

Premier Stewart, earnestly proteet- 
ed against the use of the term “stool 
pigeons,” pointing out that a decent, 
zealous class of detectives must be se- 
cured to prevent the breaking of the 
liquor law. 

A motion of Capt, Campbell, that 
the clause be struck out was defeated 
by a substantial majority, and _ the 
authority granted the department to 
utilize plainclothes men to the best 
advantage in the enforcement of the 
act. 

Hon. J. R. Boyle, told the house 
‘that this enforcement was necessary 
if the will of the people was to be car- 
ried out, and there simply had to be 
all the machinery possible placed at 
the disposal of the police to see that 
iMegal Mquor traffic was put an end 
too as far as humanly posyible.

IN PARLIAMENT 


Comes to London to Explain the 
Government’s Policy at the 
Peace Conference 


BIG DEMAND FOR SEATS 


Will Have Delicate Task as He 
Cannot Disclose the Peace 
Terms 


London, April 156.—(Ey the A.P.)— 
Great interest centres about Premier 
Lloyd George's. present visit to Lon- 
don, which markes a unique pariia- 
mentary occasion, 

The purpose of the premier’s visit 
is to explain the government's policy 
and his personal part in the confer- 
ence, He will confront the house of 
commons which contains a sharply 
eritical faction, and indirectly will 
reply to the critical section of the 
press, of which Lord Northcliffe 
Daily Mail has been the leader. 

The tenor of the criticism directed 
against him is that he has been too 
lenient towards Germany and has re- 
lented from hiw election pledges to 
make Germany pay all the costs of 
the war and to punish the former 
emperor, A number of London papere 
notably the Morning * Post ‘and: the 
Globe, accuse him of having been 
hypnotized to give away the interest 
of France and Great Britain, buy 
principally of France. 

The premier’s reply has awakened 
such interest that the demand for 
seats in the house of commons, sincs 
it became known that he would speak 
on these topics is great. Interest is 
heightened by the fact that the coun- 
cil of four has decreed that the terms 
of the peace treaty should not be 
published until after they have been 
presented to the Germans. It seems, 
therefore, that the premier will have 
a most delicate diplomatic feat to per- 
form at satisfying the curiosity of the 
whole country and parrying his cri- 
tics without telling more than the 
compact with his Paris colleagues 
permits. 

Mr. Lioyd George scored a tactical 
point, or rather Andrew Bonar Law 
did, in his behalf yesterday by the 
statement that the premier will con- 
clude the debate, His critics had ex- 
pected him to make’ his explanations 
first, and that they would thereby 
be. given ammunition with which to 
bombard him. Instead of this, the 
critics must launch their arrows first, 
and largely in the dark, and will thue 
give him the advantage, the premier'’s 
friends eay,. of exposing their ignor-

BUILD BIG U.S. TONNAGE 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—Steel ships built in American yards this 
year are expected to total at least four million tons, The great produc- 
tion jn steel tonnage this year will be the result of the tremendous prep- 
arations started under the impetus of war.

He described Sir George 
Perley as the most capable man with 
whom he had ever transacted busi- 
ness. The acting prime minister 
Promised that an inquiry would be 
granted if any member of the house 
on his own reeponsibility as a mem- 
ber would make charges. He declar- 


ed that the officers at Argyle House | 


wree doing their work at a great sac- 
rifice, 

Sir Sam Hughes falled to agree with 
Sir Thomas as to the business ability 
of Sir George Perley and said that 
the cause of the first friction in Eng- 
land had been because of “kow-tow- 
ing’ to these young subordinates in 
the war cffice.

Public Should Know. 

Mr. Lemieux said the public were 
entitled to know if the charges which 
had been made of late were true, It 
wan a good answer to say that the 
war was over and that they must not 
investigate.

When Gen. Smart's charges, said 
Mr, Lemieux, were drawn to the at- 
tention of the acting prime minister, 
he did. not give them the attention 
which he should have given them. He 
simply gave a denial in toto to all the 
charges made by a gallant officer who 
had served his country overseas since 
the beginning of the war. There was 
dissatisfaction in every province, not 
excepting Ontario, against the ad- 
ministration of the militia depart- 
ment, but for this General Mewburn, 
he said, was not responsible, for, he 
had come late and had nothing to do 
with the conditions he found.

The minister has 
promised me definitely that construc- 
tion will be proceeded with on your 
end of the line this season and that 
it will be completed as far as St. Paul 


des Metis and he has also promised | 


that construction will be begun on the 
other end and some new steel laid 
there as well. This will leave a space 
of probably 50 or 60 miles uncom- 
pleted and I have every hope that the 
gap will be completed in the year of 
1920. You will understand that there 
are no less than eight proposed lines 
of railway affecting the riding of 
Battle River, and while I have taken 
the matter of the construction of the 
other lines up as nell, this is the only 
case where I have been able to get a 
definite promise of construction this 
year. However, I feel that your case 
is most urgent of any as I fully re- 
alize the hardships to which the 
people of your bocality have been sub- 
jected for many yéars. You will notice 
the condition of affairs that has arisen 
with regard to the G. T, P. so it is 
useless to expect them to do any con- 
struction during the present season. 
Another line of railway that may in- 
directly interest you is a branch of the 
Cc. P. R, for which a charter is being 
applied. This line ts to run from 
Wilkie in Saskatchewan to a point 
near Whitford Lake. I am not sure if 
construction on this line will be begun 
this year, although the C. P. R. of- 
ficials tell me that it is on their pro- 


gram, 

While the construction on the C. N. 
Rowe get retie? for thé “whole 
locality, I feel that efter all, it will 
vory materially relieve the situation 
and if further construction can be ob- 
tained, I will do my best to get it. 

There is, as you know, a great scarc- 
ity of material, and conditions gener- 
ally are very unsettled.

Minister of Education Explains; General Right of Search for Li- 


Purpose cf Government in New 
Legislation 


In the legislature on Monday a dls- 
cussion took place with respect to the 
government proposals in connection 
with the consolidated schools of the 
province. 

In explaining the system of organ- 
izing consolidated schools, Hon, G, P. 
Smith said a most careful policy of 
educating the people in any proposed 
reformation of school districts would 
be followed prior to any vote being 
tuken on any consolidation scheme. 
Residents of rural portions of any 
such districts would in no way be co- 
eroed by towns or city votes. Every 
possible opportunity would be afforded 
for the freest expression of opinion in 
any consolidation proposal, 

However, the minister said in ex- 
plaining another proviso, giving the 
ininister power to erect not more than 
two consolidated districts each year, 
that there were certain districts in 
the province where he was confident 
trom a survey of the entire situation 
that this power might be used to good 
advantage. However, it might not be 
necessary to employ this power at all. 
In anewer to Mre. McKinney Hon, Mr, 
Smith said the trouble amongst col- 
ored peuple regarding schools was not 
by any means serious, 

The assurance was given by Mr, ! 
Amith that where local dissension ex- 
ipted in districts, that no consolidation | 
would be forced, 
in reality injurious 
principles.

if necessary for specific cases the law 
should not apply to the whole pro- 
vince, School boards should have the 
same rights as other municipal boards. 
Such legisiation was a reflection on 
tire statutes of the province and on the 
poards of trustees in the province. He | 
agreed that the power had not been 
unwisely used to date 

Hon. Mr. Smith pointed out that 
public opinion was the great control- 
ling force and he would not think of 
using such powers in defiance of the 
public good, He cited cases where the 
appointment of an official trustee was 
the only way out of district dificul- 
ties. Four thousand school districts 
alneady existed tn Alberta; this num- 
ber would soon be 7,000 or 8,000, The 
duty of the government toward the 
children must not be disregarded, Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba had adopted 
the system of having official admin- 
jwtrators, The power was indeed very 
wide and must not be abused; but 
there were cases where such power 
was highly necessary,
